WASHINGTON, | -Dec:: 12. bout 
two-thirds of the Marine Corps. was 
employed in expeditionary duty or 
other foreign or sea duty outside the 
United States during the fiscal year

With an average strength of 17,983 
enlisted men and 1,020 commissioned 
officers, the corps maintained de- 
tachments on twenty-eight naval ves- 
sels and conducted operations in Nic- 
aragua, China and Haiti. 

One June 30, 1929, there were 2,865 
marines in Nicaragua. Those have

EXECUTIVE SALARIES. 
No one will deny that the Mayor 
of New York City should have a 
salary of $30,000. An office of simi- 


* lar responsibilities outside the pub- 


lic service would command $100,000. 
‘The Governor of the State gets 
$25,000, an Executive Mansion and 
an allowance for its maintenance. 
The President of the United States, 
the only government official who 
has larger responsibilities, except 
possibly the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and the Secretary of State, who 
are grossly underpaid, receives a 
generous travel allowance in addi- 
tion to his salary of $75,000 and his 
lodging in the White House. The 
Controller, too, holds a post of ex- 
ceptional responsibility in a city 
government costing $600,000,000 a 
year, and is entitled to a liberal sal- 
ary. The same might be said of the

Both Governor 
SMITH and Mayor HYLAN were able 
to avoid too great a shock to their 
sensibilities on this score, the Gov- 
ernor’s salary having been increased 
by constitutional amendment, the 
Mayor’s by legislative act. Home 
rule tears the veil from modesty in 
public office which does not thrive 
on half-million majorities. 





THE GERMAN BUDGET. 


German public finance faces not 
a critical situation nor even a seri- 


ous one calling for extraordinary | 


remedies and sacrifices. The prob- 
lem of the German budget as it 
exists today may be best summar- 
ized in the few sentences from the 
July report of S. PARKER GILBERT, 
Agent-General for Reparations. 

The problem: 


The recent cash difficulties of the 
Reich, by reason of their acute- 
ness, have emphasized the unset- 
tling influence which public’ spend- 
ing beyond available resources ex- 
erts on the credit markets and 
more broadly, though less directly, 
on the economy as a whole.

comfortable circumstances have 
proper food and clothing and warm 
beds as a matter of course, with a 
right to go to school, to read and to 
play. It .seems _unthinkable that 
happy, rosy children should suddenly 
be transported: to an -impoverished 
home, - should go to bed hungry, 
sleep in unwholesome quarters and 
run errands or peddle papers to 
make a few pennies to buy bread. 
Yet such disasters can and do hap- 
pen. The four children of the baker 
whose savings were used up. by 
three years of illness and no work 
kept a gallant appearance of cheer- 
fulness until one day the eldest, aged 
12, came home from the grocery 
with no food. She: wept with the 
humiliation of the grocer’s notifica- 
tion of no more credit. The baby of 
that family is still plump and 
healthy. The others are proud of 
him, because they have sacrificed 
everything so that he might have 
the same foundation of strength 
that they had. 

If these and the other undernour- 
ished: children among the Neediest 
can be fed and warmed, their sniall 
bodies will respond with amazing 
rapidity. They are resilient also in 
their minds, It does not require a 
great deal of money or care to turn 
a shivering, thin, frightened boy into 
a normal youngster. Some of these 
children have shown definite ability 
for certain kinds of work. “JED,” 
whose mother died last Christmas, 
and whose father took him to the 
charity association, has exceptional 
mechanical aptitude, according to 
his teachers. But he cannot develop 
it until he is fed and brought up to 
normal weight. He needs to find a 
home where he can play as well as 
work. 

Mrs. BROWNING’S poem “ The Cry 
of the Children” begins with a plea 
that might have been made for these 
helpless ones: 


Do ye hear the children weeping, 
O my brothers, 

Ere the sorrow comes with years?

PROLONGING HUMAN LIFE. 
Mr. DU PONT’s proposed undertak- 
ing by the lifé insurance companies 
of joint research looking to the pro- 
longing of life lays hold of a pri- 
mary human interest. Even though 
this research might add no days or 
years to the lives of many of the 
older policy holders, it would bring 
benefits to those in whose interest 
their policies are.carried, and out of 
all proportion to the immediate cost. 
A united effort of this nature and 
magnitude would be the greatest 
challenge that man ever made to 
death. 

-It would, of course, not aim at 
mere prolongation of life. Accord- 
ing to the story which Vircit tells 
in the Aeneid, she who was prom- 
ised the fulfillment of her utmost 
wish if she would accept the love of 
Apollo took a handful of sand and, 
holding it forth, said: “Grant me 
“as many birthdays as there are 
“sand-grains in my hand.” But she 
forget to.ask for enduring youth. 
She lived on for 700 years, and when 
Aeneas accompanied her back from 
the journey to the Elysian Fields 
she had still to see “300 Springs 
and 300 harvests,” but with a body 
that “shrinks up as the years in- 
crease.” The lengthening of life 
should be attended by maintenance 
of the faculties that give fullness 
to life. To have added years with- 
out growing incapacity—that is the 
major. problem.

NEW JERSEY MOVES, 


Governor LARSON of New Jersey 
is working in the interest of resi- 
dents of New York City and Long 
Island as well'as of his own people 
in leading New Jersey's fight 
against New York City’s system of 
dumping garbage at sea. To be 
sure, the property holders of the 
beach areas of the two States are 
those most immediately concerned, 
but so many hundreds of thousands 
visit the seashore — especially the 
portions within fifty miles of Man- 
hattan—that the problem of. keeping 
the beaches clean affects them all. 

It is the contention of New Jer- 
sey that the garbage washed ashore 
on the Jersey ‘beaches comes from 
the scows which dump New ‘York’s 
garbage at sea. The unloading is 
supposed to be done about twenty 
miles off the Jersey and the Long 
Island shores. Such parts as do not 
sink are carried by wind and tide. 
New Jersey asserts that when the 
winds are easterly much of Manhat- 
tan’s sea-borne garbage is washed 
ashore on Jersey beaches. On occa- 
sions this rubbish piles up a foot 
or more deep. 

New York City denies that it is 
responsible. It has beén denying for 
years that there is any connection 
between the refuse dumped over- 
board and the litter on the Long 
Island beaches. The mere sugges- 





a/| tion that it might play a part in the 


fouling of New Jersey’s beaches it 
regards as little short of an insult. 

It may comfort New Jersey to 
know ‘that time (if not tide) is 
working against the big city. Re- 
peated efforts to attribute the foul- 
ing of the beaches to local practices 
or to passing vessels have never 
been conyincing, Tests conducted 
last Summer by throwing bottles 
overboard at the spot where the gar- 
bage is ordinarily dumped showed 
that, with favorable conditions of 
current and wind, bottles will drift 
ashore within a comparatively few 
hours. While garbage moves slower, 
there can be no doubt ‘that much of 
it does ultimately reach the beaches.

OUR SCHOOL OF PRINTING. 


Sydney, Australia, Has Gone Ahead 
While We've Been Taiking. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
According to the newspapers; $20,- 
000,000 has been set aside by our city 
authorities for school buildings. We 
therefore are looking forward to that 
building for the use of the appren- 
tices in the printing industry. We 
think we have made long strides in 
this direction, but Wimble’s Re- 
minder, published in Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, a city of little over 100,000, has 
a “Sydney Technical College Print- 
ing Department” which is installed 
in a building of its own with every 
department of the industry, and at 
the annual function and distribution 
of prizes note the following extract 
from the above journal: 


The report of the lecturer in 
charge of the department, J. T. 
Lyons, was presented and showed 
that the year 1928 had been most 
successful, the total enrolment 
being: 

Composing, 162; composing (cor- 
respondence), 32; presswork, 101; 
lithograph, 18; bookbinding, 16; 
photo-engraving, 27; printer’s Eng- 
lish, 233. 

The day classes had been in full 
operation and proved.a. signal suc- 


cess. 

At the annual examinations held 
in 1928, 292 students were success- 
ful out of a total of 345 who sat. 

It may be. seen by this that while 
we are talking about a building here 
they already have one and 345 pu- 
pils. There is no reason why we 
should not have several thousands of 
students and a building such as is 
contemplated. 

It would enhance the whole value

This $2,500,000 building has been 
approved by the advisory board and 
it: now remains with the Board of 
Education to put it through and they 
can be assured of strong support 
from the industry and the people.

It is not 
the desire of the Premiers of Ontario 
and Quebec to see the forest heritage 
of the two Provinces wantonly cut) 
and sold at cost to consumers who 
seem to have no thought of eventual 
shortage of raw material if such a 
policy is pursued. If, by an increase 
in price, consumption is’ somewhat 
restricted, the supply of wood will 
last the longer. If the newsprint in- 
dustry is able to sell what it manu- 
factures at a fair profit—with ample 
provision for reforestation—then it 
seems that both producers and con- 
sumers will benefit in the long run. 

Speaking of international trade re- 
lations, THz Times says that ‘“‘last

OFFENSES: IN NAVY FEWER. 


Judge Advocate General Reports De- 
crease for Last Fiscal Year. 


Special to The New York Times. 
“WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—There 
Was a decrease in the commoner of- 
fenses by enlisted men of the navy

ASSAILED RESERVE. POLICY 


Financier Sought, to Block its. Plan 
to Reduce Brokers’ Loans, but 
Failed of Purpose. 





A warning that the recent stock 
market slump was impending was 
carried to President Hoover as long 
ago as last April by William C. 
Durant, who sought to block the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board in its efforts to 
reduce brokers’ loans. 

(Mt; Purant confirmed last night re- 
ports. that he had appealed: directly 
to the President in his fight on the 
Federal Reserve authorities. He in- 
timated to Mr. Hoover, he said, that 
unless the hands of the Reserve 
Board were stayed a financial dis- 
aster wads inevitable. “He said he had 
in mind at, the time the market; con- 


vulsion which began in*October and 
for, which he still holds the Reserve 
authorities largely responsible. : 

Describing the circumstances of his 
visit to President Hoover, Mr. 
Durant said that the appointment 
was arranged by friends. e arrived 
in Washington.at night and reached 
the White House between 9:30 and 
10.P. M. It was understood at the 
time, he said, that no publicity was 
to be*given to’the conference. 


Tells of Reviewing Situation. 


Mr. Durant said he reviewed the 
situation in Wall Street at length 
with the President and pointed ouf 
that ‘the Federal Reserve Board, in 
attempting to force the stock mar- 
ket to release the credits tied up in 


its ———— was imperiling the fi- 
nancial stability of the country. 
Mr. Durant, who has long been a 
conspicuous figure in Wall. Street 
and whose market operations have 
often been of great size, was openly 
attacking the Federal Reserve au-

had given out many satements. criti- 
cizing the Reserve Board and de- 
fending the use of the country’s 
credit  acilities in security dealings 

“J told the President how I felt 
about the situation,’’ Mr. Durant 
said, ‘‘and he listened with interest: 
I beljeved that I was doing a service 
to the: country and to the President 
himself in telling him of. what I 
believed was ahead.’’ 

Asked if he had told Mr. Hoover 
that a financial disaster of ufpre- 
cedented proportions was threatened 
Mr. Durant said: ‘I intimated as 
much to him.’’ He aded that he had 
told the President that he considered 
the situation to be most -serious: 


Obtained No Change in Policy. 


Shortly before sailing for Europe 
he. arranged the appointment with 
President Hoover and made what 
was apparently his final effort to 
have the Reserve Board alter its 
policy.

Wall ‘Street was ‘chiefly interested 
yesterday in the violent fluctuation 
of stocks, ending the market in the 
main with fairly good-sized net ad- 
vances, The really’ important news 
of the day, however, was the out- 
peur of gold. . Accumulated engage- 
ments for account of London, plainly 
foreshadowed by the recent course 
of sterling, brought week-end with- 
drawals for that destination to no 
less than $21,000,000; the shipments 
to that market follow an outgo of 
$44,000,000 to other destinations in 





Wednesday and are accompanied by 
something like $10,000,000 more going 
out to France. This is an excep- 
tionally rapid drain. In the $6965,- 
000,000 gold export from September 
of 1927 to July of 1928, inclusive, the 
largest shipment of any single month 
was $07,500,000 and the average 
monthly outgo a trifle over $63,- 
000,000. In the $530,000,000 outward 
movement from June of 1919 to 
April of 1920, $83,000,000 was the 
largest monthly loss and the average 
was below $50,000,000. 

The $75,000,000 gold export since 
the October “‘pagic week’”’ is there- 
fore close to the highest past records. 
That this gold and a good deal more 
can be spared from our own super- 
fluous holdings, there is no room for 
dispute. In the twelve months be- 
ginning with November, 1928, we 
imported $328,000,000 gold from other 
countries, $118,000,000 being drawn 
from European markets by the high 
bid. made for money by the Wall 
Street speculators, That bid and 
the circumstances which inspired it 
have alike vanished for a long time 
to come; this is now settling-day. 
The significance to Europe of the 
present heavy gold movement from 
New York is equally beyond ques- 
tion. In advance. of receiving the 
$21,000,000 gold which goes out from 
New York today, London reported 
yesterday another large arrival 
of . gold sovereigns from distant 
markets, consigned to the Bank of 
England. 

On the ‘Stock Exchange there were 
probably several distinct forces at 
work; some conflicting, some coop- 
erating. Professional resistance was 
made to the “bear movement’ that 
had gained headway the day before, 
and apparently there were outside 
buying orders at the lower prices. 
Covering of ‘“‘short accounts’’ was 
probably considerable, but that was 
offset by renewed professional oper- 
ations for the fall. The result was 
a tmarket which at times became 
much confused and which changed 
its direction occasionally, but whose 
general movement for the day was 
upward, Net changes were not, as a 
rule, impressively great and there was 
a considerable sprinkling of net de- 
clines; but the market as a whole 
gained grouud. 

The week-end miercantile reviews 
fail to throw much light on the ac- 
tual situation; much of their report 
je Gevoted rather to business senti- 
ment than to business transactions. 
A good deal of stress is properly laid 
on the fact of November sales by 
mail-order houses, larger even than 
the very favorable business of No- 
vember, 1928. Dun’s Review, in a 
survey of the motor car trade, places 
November sales 10 to 20 per cent be- 
low October, with business in high- 
priced cars 15 per cent under what 
it calls the ‘‘seasonal average.’’ The 
official figures .on output: for .Octo- 
ber, it will be remembered, were first 
this year to fall below the same 
month a year ago. That bank cléar- 
ings in the whole country, as com- 
piled by the same agencies, should 
be 12 per cent less than a year ago 
and 14 per cent smaller in New York 
City, is a natural sequel to the other 
incidents of the season.
